Jameson, M. P. ,for Winnipeg, acci- 
dentally shot himself dead at his 
ho} McDermott Avenue last evening 

8,0’clock. 


J particularn of the lamentabla 
@ccurrence as learned by Free Press 
reporters last night are very sad. It 
appears that Mr. Jameson had gone 
home from 9 meeting of the Board of 
Trade between 6 and 7 o'clock and 
had dinner with hip family. After 
dianer he went to his room where ho 
read a paper, smoked a cigar, and 
then went to the kitchen and talked 
with Mrs. Jameson. 

Th. conversation some way turned 
to the subject of fire arms and Mr. 
Jameson remarked that he had one, 
at the same time taking a self cocking 
revolver from his pocket. He began 
examining the weapon and while 
doing so raid to his wife: “How 
easy it would be to take one’s life,” 
and Hfted the weapon to his mouth. 
Mis. Jameson was not looking just at 
that moment but she heard a loud 
renort. H 

As she turned around her husband 
fell and expired instantly, the bullet 
having passed through his neck and 
shattered the spine. 

Doctors were immediately eum- 
moned but all life was extinct when 
they arrived. 

Dr. | Benson, coroner, was then 
called and put in possession of the 
circumstances. 

Mr. Jameson was in the best health 
and had not complained of any busi- 
ness troubles. He was formerly 
mayor of Winnipeg and was elected 
at the last general election to repre- 
sent this city in the Dominion parlia- 
ment in the Liberal interests.

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WHY HAVE PROHIBITED HOURS 


The following from that great mor- 
al and really humorous journal, Pack, 
is reproduced not because The Her- 
ald’s readers are particularly inter- 
ested in New York's affaira but be- 
cause what Puck saye about the ob- 
servance of the liquor law js as true 
of any other town on the continent— 

“A mad wag by the name of Mac- 
key has introduced at Aipany a bill 
amending the present liquor law by 
providing that saloon keepers may 
do business on Sunday between the 
hours of 2 and 11 p.m. This is fun- 
ny enough of itself to us of New 
York city; but it has, of course, been 
made still funnier by the solemn pro- 
tests against such immorality evoked 
from the element that thinks there 
is virtue in law even when it is cun- 
temptuously and universally ignored. 
Can it be possible, we wonder, that 
there is one intelligent citizen in thts 
city who does not know that liquor 
fs sold freely and openly at all houre 
on Sunday? Is there really one in- 
telligent citizen who believes that 
such a bill as Senator Mackay has 
introduced would change present con- 
ditions, except in diminishing the 
number of hours in which liquor is 
sold illegally? If there fs such @ 
man we advise him to take a little 
Sunday tour of the city. In the hotels 
along Broadway he will not be per- 
mitted to stand up and take bis 
drink as on week days; but he may 
sit at a table and buy liquor with 
as little formality as on any other 
day. The Raines law sandwich long 
since became a warped and mouldy 
fiction. In .alcons proper, on stree 3 
where there is enough Sunday traffic 
to warrant, he may enter the uwi- 
suarded side door and find not the 
slightest pretense of observing the 
Jaw. If he does not happen to see 
the side door the nearest policeman 
will obligingly point it out to him. 
We have recited these facts in the 
past with the hope of convincing this 
community that a liquor jaw which a 
majority of the people do not want 
and will not permit to be enforced 
is a bad law and must result in cor- 
ruption. We no longer have that 
hope. It will take seven or eight 
hundred years, at least, to make this 
truth plain to the zealots who want 
to manage other people’s stomachs, 
We bring up the matter now, not 
with the hope of curtailing the rev- 
enues of Tamany police captains, but 
merely that such of our readers as 
are capable of it may enjoy the aw- 
ful humor of Senator Mackey's bill.” 

All of which esugesta the natural 

query: what's the use of burdening 
the statute books with a law that is 
not observed. Honesty and consis- 
tency are supposed to govern the car- 
rying out of our laws as well as the 
making of them. Yet here is a law 
backed by inspectors whose visible 
duty consists in drawing their sal- 
aries, The mysterious fascination of 
bibulous humanity to imbibe during 
prohibited hours is so strong that 
bar-tenders say their business invar- 
fably brightens up immediately the 
law compels them to lock the bar- 
room door, At least one hotel not a 
dozen miles from Calgary finds it 
profitable to set up a special ‘“Satur- 
day night” bar, the regular dispens- 
ary being apparently insuffcient to 
supply the increased demand for asti- 
mulants which begins precisely at 7 
o'clock Saturdays and 11 o'clock other 
nights, According to all the rules of 
logic there would be less drinking if 
there were no prohibited hours. 


WHAT IRRIGATION DOES 


A letter recently received by tho 
Lethbridge Board of Trade from the 
State Engineer of Colorado contains 
striking evidence of the benefits to be 
derived from irrigation in towns and 
emal! cities. The letter is so excel- 
lently practical that we give it in full, 
recommending it to the careful con- 
sideration of the City Council and 
Board of Trade: 

Denver, Colorado, January 9, ‘99. 
Mr. £ y Bowman, Lethbridge, N. 


Dear Sir: Your acknowledgment 
ot mine of the 27th is at hand. it 
has been my intention since writing 
to send something additional on the 
matter of irrigation in our vicinity. [ 
concluded after writing that you prob- 
sbly were going to build or subsidize 
a ditch to supply your town with 
water, and at the same time to bring 
Jand surrounding yoar town under ir- 
vigation. This bas been done in all 
«f the valley towns of Colorado, and 
is apparently the prime requisite of 
successful setUementsa. Almost al! of 
our small towns and = many of tho 
larger ones have water running on 
the curb of the streets, for the pur- 
pose of irrigating trees planted io 
front of the residences, and also for 
the purpose of irrigating lawns, 
making the towas beautiful and home- 
like, and at the same furnishing an 
invaluable drainage and sewerage for 
the town. This latter of course is 
impracticable in the larger towns 
Our streets are almost always lined 
with trees of all varieties, which have 
a very tupid and thrifty growth, elm, 
ash, maple, cotton wood and poplar 
Leing the most common. Contrary to 
the belief of the earlier days, the hard 
woods grow as well as the soft; and 
blue grass mixed with Canadian 
grass, with perhaps sou.e white clo- 
ver, is the favorite for lawns, and we 
can get a fine sod with Lrrigation in 
“a single season Around our towns | 
have grown up very derirable and

Thus it happens that the first step 
eastward over the British Columbian 
frontier is into the pastoral districts 
ef the Nori, West Territories. The 
foothills of the Rocky mountains, 
Watered on their eastern exposure by 
innumerable streams, and covered by 
tweet, short growing grass, offers an 
admirably well adapted field for rear- 
ing cattle, and the best ranches in 
Canada are situateé in this district, 
Calgary may be taken as the head- 
quarters of the ranching industry. 
It is a little town happily situated at 
an altitude of something Jess than 
4,000 feet above sea level, on a sweep 
ef the prairies as they roll upwards 
under the lee of the Rocky mount- 
ains. Ranch homesteads are dotted 
all round Calgary, and the cheia may 
be followed north across the pastures 
of the Red Deer river and through 


; “park-like, softly-timbered country as 


far as Edmonton, a distance of nearly 
200 miles. But the district whieh is 
most exclusively devoted to ranch- 
ing runs south from Calgary and the 
Eow river to the international bound- 
ary, anc east from the fbothills of the 
Rockies through the southern portion 
of the province of Alberta and part 
of Assiniboia to the neighborhood of 
the Cypress hills and the Swift Cur- 
rent river. It comprises, roughly, 
speaking an area uf about 200 miles 
from south to north aud 200 miles 
from east to west. ‘Two sides of this 
area are watered by streams from the 
Porcupine and other foothills upon 
the east and the Cypress hills further 
upon the south, The other two sides 
draw their water from the Red Deer 
river, the Bow and the South Sas- 
katchewan. The fortunate distribu- 
tion of the water supply is one of the 
causes which contribute to make this 
a specially favored district for cattle 
raising, but another and very import- 
ant element in the cituation fs the 
prevalence in winter of the tiiid Chi- 
nook winds which find free passage 
from the Pacific ocean through the 
Crow’s Nest and Kootenay passes,and 
not only modify the cold, but tend to 
keep the grass fairly fre from snow, 
thus rendering it possible for hardy 
cattle to remain out ali winter, Fur- 
ther north, where these winds have 
less effect. it is necessary to give more 
winter shelter, and at Edmonton all 
cattle are winter’ fed. North of Cal- 
gary ‘the methods pursued im the

south of Calgary, of which the mits 
have been roughly indicated, the sys- 
tem adopted is practically uniform, 
and here the industry* can be most 
effectively "studied as a whole.

The object of 
both industries is the same, but the 
conditions under which the object 
must be attained in the two countries 
are so widely different that the con- 
trast presented by the two systems 
ia no less interesting than it 19 etrik- 
ing.

But the difference between the cli- 
matic conditions of Canada and Aus- 
tralia asserted itself immediately, In 
Canada with an exposure of wind 
swept prairie stretcning northwards 
toward the Arctic Circle, winter 
storms, not summer droughts, are the 
dangers to be feared. The instinct 
of cattle exposed to a storm is to drift 
before the weather, taking advantage 
of such natural shelter as can be 
found in wooded river bottoms, the 
lee side of bluffs, or any eecidental 
features of the ground. Sometimes, 
in search of shelter, herds will stray 
fcr several hundred miles, driving all 
the time before the wind. 
fere with thig instinct is disastrous. 
A fence across the line of drift will in 
bad weather give sufficient cause for 
a large percentage of mortality. 
Fences necessarily disappeared under 
pressurs of the loca! conditions, and 
upon the unfenced leazeholds caitile 
showed so fine a disregard for owners’ 
rights that the attempt to assert 
them was abandoned. The herds 
wire allowed o mix, and a system of 
public ranges supplemented by a per- 
icdie system of collecting and sorting 
cattle evoived itself by a mere force of 
circumstances.
